That ta the 
composite, thought-out opinion of two 
ot the West's most noted professors ot 
finance, Carl C. Plohn, professor of 
j financ(! in the University of California, 
I and Murray L. Wildman, head of the 
I depart iiii'iit of economics and finance 
j of StaiiKird Unlver.'lty. Both agree 
I that the money needed to finish pay- 
j Ing for the war should not* come out 
of working capital, bat - should be 
raised out of Individual savings of 
humble and wealthy. 

"If tho people take tho Loan, as they 
must," Professor Plchn says, "the 
bunks will be left free to lend to the 
manufacturer, the farmer, tho grocer, 
tho butcher, and the baker, so that 
they can get busy again on a peace- 
time basis.
